At the last count there were only 200 
members of the league with the numbers still declining. This could, amongst 
other things, mean that there shall be no more bureau.

The Council of the SARL has been working closely with ICASA and the De- 
partment of Communication on matters pertaining to frequency planning. The 
SARL has already lodged two position papers with these organisations with 
regard to our views on the 40-metre harmonisation as well as PMR 430 - 440 
MHz. ICASA has given the assurance that the SARL will be part of the forum 
handling these matters.
